Discussion of reports received pursuant to Act No. 655 of the 2018 Regular Session

Patricia Lowrey-Dufour, committee legislative analyst, addressed the committee relative to the
reports received pursuant to Act No. 655 of the 2018 Regular Session. Ms. Lowrey stated that Act
No. 655 requires most licensing boards of commissions that are authorized to issue a license or
certificate pursuant to Title 37 to give notice that complaints can be submitted to the House
Committee on Governmental Affairs and the board ofthe agency to which the complain applied. The
Act also requires the boards to submit to the committee and the appropriate legislative oversight
committee the number of complaints, the summary of actions, and disposition of the complaints. Ms.
Lowrey stated that to date, the committee had received reports from 14 boards (Exhibit 4A).
